Judge Parrott arrested on 
domestic violence charge 


34th District Court Judge David Mark Parrott, 59, was arrested 
on Feb. 8 at the Van Buren Township condo he shares with his 
55-year-old female partner. 

He was arraigned by video on Monday 
by 35" District Court Judge James Plakas 
in Plymouth on a misdemeanor charge of 
domestic violence assault and battery. 

His pretrial is set for 8:30 a.m., Feb. 28, at 
35" District Court in Plymouth. 

The warrant said that when police arrived 
at the home, the female partner was upset and 
alleged that Parrott had assaulted her, causing 
a bump on her head, a laceration on her right 
hand and pain to her tailbone. 

After an investigation at the scene, Parrott was arrested. He 
was arraigned by video in the Plymouth court as he stood in the 
Canton Township Police Department. He is being defended by 
attorney Robert Coutts, who said his client pleads not guilty. 

Judge Plakas released Parrott on $2,500 personal bond and said 
if he violates any of the court’s orders he will revoke bond and 
multiply it by 10 and require cash or surety. Judge Plakas ordered 
Parrott not to contact the victim and not to return to his home. He 
also ordered him to surrender his firearm collection to the Van 
Buren Township police and not to buy any more firearms. Also, 
he is to use no alcohol or marijuana or other non-prescription 
drugs and to wear an alcohol device, a tether or Sober Link or 
something of that sort. 

Parrott asked Judge Plakas if the female no longer resides at 
the residence, “Can I return?” Judge Plakas asked VBT Police 
Lt. Charles Bazzy about that and the judge and Lt. Bazzy agreed 
that the Assistant Wayne County Prosecutor on the case should 
decide that question. 

Attorney Coutts said his client had plans to be out of state for 
Feb. 15-22 and March 6-14 and would the judge allow it. He said 
Parrott is not a flight risk. Judge Plakas approved the trips. 

Coutts also asked that the no-contact order be changed to 
no assaultive contact. Lt. Bazzy said the victim does not wish 
to pursue this further. Judge Plakas said they will have the 
Prosecutor decide on contact. 

Judge Plakas noted there was an alcohol-related offense up north 
and Parrott was out on bond for that. The bond may be removed 
and a hearing has been set in Manistee and Parrott is expected to 
be present for that. The offense was a one-vehicle accident with 
Parrott being found over the limit in alcohol consumption when 
driving, according to a story in Tuesday’s Detroit News. 

VBT Public Safety Director Greg Laurain said Tuesday that 
since VBT is in the 34" District Court jurisdiction, Wayne County 
is handling the case.

Mary Ban of Sumpter Township called 
to say that there has been a change in the 
locations of her petitions. She is collecting 
names on petitions asking Kroger to put a 
grocery store in the vacant Kmart building 
on Rawsonville Road at the I-94 South 
Service Drive. 

She had announced previously that Ace 
Hardware had agreed to have a petition at 
their store. In her call, she said Ace called 
her to come and get her petition because it 
is too political. 

Although she’s scratching her head about 
that comment, she picked up the petition. 
She double-checked and The Bake Shoppe 
at the corner of Bemis and Savage roads still 
is willing to display a petition for people to 
sign. 

Also, there is a petition at the Sumpter 
Township Hall at the front table. 

We finally have all the salaries of 
governmental bodies that we requested 
under the Freedom of Information Act. 
All of the bodies provided the information 
without cost to the Independent — except 
for Sumpter Township.

At a Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority special meeting 
last week, DDA Executive Director Susan 
Ireland said they had a red-tailed hawk in 
the new Harris Park. She said the squirrels 
all look frightened when they see it. 

At Monday’s meeting of the school board, 
School Supt. Pete Kudlak said they had 
a great turnout last Sunday at Edgemont 
Elementary School where the 7th Day 
Adventist Church held a program for free 
dental work. Many professionals volunteered 
their time to help the community. 

Supt. Kudlak reported they had 108 guests, 
and did 103 x-rays, 69 teeth cleanings, 34 
tooth extractions, and 27 fillings, plus eye 
tests and glasses given out. He said the total 
value of the services was $86,500. 

Neighbors and passers-by said people were 
lined up in the parking lot long before the 
program opened. Obviously, this is a need in 
our community. 

Supt. Kudlak also said the district is 
changing its rules on tobacco and vaping. 
He said in the past there has been a three-day 
suspension from school for being caught 
vaping. Now, that’s been changed to one day 
off and taking part in a mandatory cessation 
program. It’s online, takes five days, and is 
free. 

He said the point is to stop the students 
from smoking and vaping because it is bad 


for their health. The idea is to teach them, 
not to punish them. 

I was wondering how the new interim city 
manager for the city of Belleville Tracey 
Kobylarz would be able to keep her job as 
elected supervisor of 
Redford Township as 
well as working full- 
time in Belleville. 

So, I Googled her 
and found that Redford 
Township has a 
township manager that 
was put in place by the 
township board in 2018 when Kobylarz was 
out interviewing for a city manager position 
in Holland, MI. That explains it. The work 
will still get done in Redford when she’s 
working in Belleville.

Belleville mother 
voting for clean water 


To the editor: 

As a Michigander growing up in the Great 
Lake state — where we are surrounded 
by 90% of the United States’ fresh water 
supply — water provided the backdrop 
to my fondest childhood memories: 
swimming, boating, water-skiing, tubing, 
fishing, ice-fishing. I never questioned 
whether the water I swam in, drank, would 
be unclean. Unsafe. 

And, yet, today, I know we do have to 
worry about our water. Over and over 
again we see that the safeness of our fresh 
water supply is not immune from human 
fallibility. 

According to an April 26, 2019 article 
by the Detroit Free Press, it’s possible 
that 11,000 sites (ground water, drinking 
water, lakes, and rivers) around Michigan 
are contaminated with PFAS (a harmful 
chemical) from chemical dumping, tainted 
cattle feed, old landfills, tanneries, and Air 
Force dump sites. 

We know this all too well in Belleville. 
All summer my children swam in Belleville 
Lake. And, they were catching fish they 
couldn’t eat because it was poisoned from 
high PFAS levels contaminating the Huron 
River. 

It’s not just PFAS. In 2014, Flint’s 
local government switched their water 
supply, lied about its impact on the city’s 
infrastructure, and poisoned an entire city’s 
children with lead. 

Even more recently, news coverage 
reported neon green ooze pouring from a 
freeway wall onto interstate freeway 696. 
Seriously. Green ooze. Since when did this 
become Gotham city? 

Bad water impacts our health and the 
health of our children. It means low 
birth weight in babies, cancer, learning 
disabilities, thyroid issues, and effects on 
our immune systems. Perhaps we should 
consider fashioning some kind of bat 
signal. Sometimes it feels that desperate. 

However, there is one thing I know we 
can do: we can put people in office who 
personally appreciate what the risks are if 
we don’t get it right. 

I met with one candidate hopeful to 
win State Representative of our area — 
Ranjeev Puri. He called Belleville the 
“greatest secret.” 

Our conversation turned to the lake — 
where Henry Ford used to escape the hub- 
bub of Detroit in the 1920s to hunt and fish. 
And, I’m guessing, eat the fish. 

Puri made clear that he understands the 
fight for clean water and how important it 
is for communities like ours that are built 
around the water. Clean water is a priority 
of his campaign. He wants to make sure that 
the companies that had a hand in polluting 
our water also pay for its clean-up, not the 
tax payer. He also wants to make sure that 
there is absolute transparency about the 
quality of our water. 
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Of course, other hopefuls want clean 
water. We all do. However, Puri struck a 
chord — he’s got two little children who, 
like mine and yours, drink our water 
every day. As a parent, I want someone 
representing our area who understands 
what it is like to turn on the tap and place a 
cup of water into a tiny little hand, having 
to trust that local government has done its 
job. 

At that seemingly mundane moment of 
giving water to a child, we shouldn’t have 
to wonder if we’ve done enough -- as a 
parent and as a community of voters — to 
make sure we aren’t limiting the future of 
our children because of tainted water. 

Perhaps one of the best “bat signals” we 
have is simply the ballot box. Clean water, 
and its impact on the health of our children, 
is on the ticket. Puri gets it. His children 
are depending on it, too.

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Board of Education approves 
2-year contract with teachers

At Monday’s regular meeting the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education 
unanimously ratified a new two-year contract 
with the Van Buren Education Association, 
which represents the teachers. 

Human Resources Director Abdul Madyun 
said the contract puts $2 million more into 
the district teachers. 

He said the first year they add $600 on each 
salary level and the second year they add 
$400 on each salary level. 

“We’re certainly on the right track,” said 
Marcus Hosman, VBEA president. “It’s a 
good bargain, though the bargaining was 
very time-consuming.” 

He said it was a good bargain given the 
restraints. He said the school board wants to 
keep a healthy fund balance of 15%, which is 
higher than surrounding districts. 

He said this helps toward competitive 
compensation in the Wayne County area. 

Hosman said the new self-insurance could 
bring extra money back to the teachers and 
they got longevity pay they’ve been asking 
for for a number of years. 

“We’re proud of this, as well,” 
said. 

Madyun provided an overview of the 
contract that showed over the two-year life of 
the contract, there will be a reopening of the 
salary negotiations if the per pupil foundation 
allowance, now at $8,228, increases to 
$8,728 or decreases to $8,128. 

The annual longevity payments begin for 
those completing 14 or more years with the 
district. Those serving 14-19 years get $600; 


Hosman 


20-25 years, $1,000; and 26 or more years, 
$1,400. 

Madyun said there have been initial efforts 
to put teacher protection language into the 
contract and a committee will be established 
to address classroom safety. There also is a 
section about support for severe disciplinary 
issues and legal support for legal complaint 
against teachers who are “doing their job.” 

Health coverage remains the same.

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VBT pays $54,945 in 
back wages to 48 police 
officers, firefighters 


Cartoon to the Editor 


After an investigation by the U.S. 
Department of Labor’s Wage and Hour 
Division (WHD), Charter Township of Van 
Buren has paid $54,945 in back wages to 48 
current and former employees for violations 
of the overtime requirements of the Fair 
Labor Standards Act (FLSA). 

In a Jan. 28 news release it was announced 
WHD investigators determined that Van 
Buren Township violated overtime provisions 
of the FLSA by failing to pay employees the 
required overtime specifically for time they 
spent working before their shifts officially 
began. 

In addition, the employer paid some 
firefighters at straight-time rates for overtime 
hours worked and paid some police officers 
straight time for hours they spent in training, 
even when employees worked those hours in 
overtime workweeks. 

“Employers must pay their employees all 
the wages they have legally earned, and must 
understand the laws that apply to specific 
employment situations, such as, in this 
case, those that govern pay for public safety 
employees,” said Wage and Hour Division 
District Director Timolin Mitchell, in Detroit. 

“The outcome of this investigation should 
remind other employers to review their pay 
practices to ensure they comply with the law. 
Employers are encouraged to contact the 
Wage and Hour Division to better understand 
their responsibilities so that they can avoid 
violations.” 

The FLSA provides that fire protection 
or law enforcement employees may be 
paid overtime on a “work period” basis, 
with a work period ranging from seven to 
28 consecutive days. WHD’s Fact Sheet 
about law enforcement and fire protection 
employees provides more information. 

The Independent filed a Freedom of 
Information Act request with the USS. 
Department of Labor on May 20 and, after 
many months, was denied any information 
because “it could be expected to interfere

with enforcement proceedings.” In a letter 
dated Aug. 27 and received Dec. 18 from 
the Labor Department, the Independent was 
informed documents withheld total 721 
pages. 

The Independent also filed a FOIA request 
with Van Buren Township and Clerk Leon 
Wright assured the newspaper he would 
explain it all when the whole case was over. 

On Monday, Clerk Wright said the township 
had a whistleblower and the feds came in and 
investigated. 

“We fulfilled the requirement by the feds,” 
Clerk Wright said. “They told us what to do 
and we did it.” 

He said nobody knew you had to have the 
police and fire fighers punch in and out. 


“They did an investigation and we put 
the system in place,’ Wright said. He said 
employees are not allowed to punch in before 
a certain time for work. If they punch in more 
than eight minutes before their shift and more 
than eight minutes after their shift, they have 
to be paid overtime. 

When asked about Kristy Bovitz, former 
water department employee who reportedly 
received more than $7,000 in back pay, 
Wright said she used to punch in at 6 a.m. 
and then wait around until her shift started 
one and a half hours later. 

“We had no choice,” Wright said, noting the 
feds gave the township a time limit to correct 
this problem and then they will come back 
and check. 

He said other municipalities are not doing 
it the way the feds want it, including Canton 
Township, the neighbor to the north.

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Belleville hires interim city manager, will interview police chiefs

At a special meeting Monday, the

Kobylarz will begin work in Belleville 
once her background check is complete 
and the contract being put together by city 
attorney Steve Hitchcock is signed. 

Last week, Mayor Pro Tem Jesse Marcotte 
and Councilman Ken Voigt interviewed 
her for a two-and-a-half-hour session and 
they came away very impressed. 

Councilman Voigt said she is very highly 
qualified and has more than 15 years of 
experience. 

Mayor Pro Tem Marcotte said she has 
been full-time supervisor of Redford 
Township for almost 12 years. She also 
served on the board of directors of the 
MMRMA and has held every position in 
the Conference of Western Wayne. 

“We came away feeling good,” Voigt 
said. “She’s the only candidate we had, 
but she is the right person for the job.” He 
added she will not be a “seat warmer,” but 
will hit the ground running. 

Voigt noted she had a $10.2 million 
structural deficit at the township that she 
eliminated.
